London, May 11. — So quickly hao 
Lord RoliertH advaiKcd that his ctt?- 
alry is only 22 miles from Kroonstad, 
while the main amy it oaly 11 mtlea 
behind them. Henc«, in about a day 
the British will be within striking dis- 
tance of the Orange P'rre State iiead- 
Quarters. The critics differ widely in 
oplnlODfl Ml to whether any detemined 
■tand will be made there by the Boers. 

The presence of 10,000 Boers in tlie 
neighborhood of Tbaba N'Chu is con- 
.flrmed. They are holding a line 20 
milef north to loutheaat of Tbaba 
N'Chu. A Boer patrol was sighted on 
Thursday at Thaba Patchoa. A detach- 
ment of Brabant's horse pursued the 
tiurshen, who retired after some flght- 
iaff. Tbt Brabanta than took up a 
position on a hill, which they are now 
holding. There were few casualties on 
the British eidc. The Doer h( uluuar- 
lera are at £den. More fighting is ex- 
pected. 

The Sonth African Review aarerts 
that a member of the legislature of 
Cape Town offered money to shoot Sir 
Alfred Milner, the British, high com- 
minloner. AffldaTtta on the subject 
are said to be In the hands of the at- 
torney general. The Review demands 
the arrest of the legislator, who is de- 
scribed aa a prominent bondamaii from 
Piquetburg. 

Met Stubborn Retslstence. 
-London, May 11.— Lord Roberta tel- 
egrapha to the war oftea from Rlet- 

Epruit, under date of May 10, as fol- 
lows: "We have bad a successful day, 
an^ bare driven the eoemy from point 
to point French, with Porter's and 
Dickson's brigades of cavalry, and 
Hiitton's nioiiiitfd infantry crossed the 
Zand at Vermontens kraal, and then 
worind round 'in a northeasterly direc* 
tion to Maatachaply, being opposed 
continuously by the enemy. Pole- 
Carew's division and Gordon's cavalry 
brigade, augmented by J battery of the 
Boyil Ubm artiU|ery, and by Henry's 
an4.'JloM' moiiBtad infantry, crosaed 
the river by a drift near the railway 
bridge. My quarters accompanied this 
force. With the infantry portion wc 
are 'eight miles north qt the riTer. The 
caA'alry and mounted Infantry are at 
Ventersburg road station and Tucker's 
division is at Deelfontelnnord. Ian 
Hamilton's force and Brgadwood's cav- 
alry brigade was making roads near 
Ventersburg wlien last beard front. 
Hamilton's column met with stubborn 
resistence and Smith-Porlen's brigade 
was engaged for some hours in protect- 
ing the rear and Hank ot his toree. Tha 
only casualties reported at present are; 
Killed, rank and file, four; wounded, 
five. No returns yet received from 

Uw cavalry nor Hamilton's force."

Message For Amerioaiie. 
London, May 11.— W. T. Stead, who 
was the last man in Europe to bid 
farewell to the Boer delegates, obtain- 
ed from Abraham Fischer, a member 
of the Orange Free State executive 
council and one of the delegates, a 
message to the American people, which 
is practically in the same words as 
the message previously sent. Mr. 
Fischer, however, added: "The govern- 
ments of the Old World appear para- 
Ijtfii. We bona to find a different 
state of things in the New Worid. We 
know that at the very time when the 
Jameson raid threatened the independ- 
ence of the Transvaal the American 
repubUfl succeeded in inducing Great 
Britain to submit to arbitration a ques- 
tion which involved not her existence, 
but the frontier interests of the repub- 
lic of Venecuela. As you obtained 
arbitration for Venaguela aftef Eng- 
land had declared It was impossible, so 
we venture to hope the free, enlight- 
ened public opLpion of the American 
people will aucceed in inducing the 
power attacking our vary aziatanoa to 
atay her hand and submit the question 
of the future government of thede re- 
gions to the free Judgment ot an im- 
partial tribuna l."

This state- 
ment was made after the unusually 
long cabinet meeting.

Imitators Mot Possible. 

Washington, May 11. — Commissioner 
Herman of the general land office said 
In regard to a report that applications 
had been made out for soldiers' addi- 
tional scrip land grants by peraona in 
Wisconsin, who Impersonate dead sol- 
diers, that it would be impossible for 
such grants to be paased through the 
land office. It u necessary for the per- 
Hons asking for such land to append 
their signatures to the applications, 
and the testimony of neighbors, who 
have know the applicant for at least 
10 years, must be had aa to the authen- 
ticity of such signatures. 

Japanese For Mew Kngiand Mills. 

Victoria, B. C, May 11.— There arc 
over 500 more of the unwelcome Japan- 
ese ImmigrantH waiting at the quaran- 
tine station, whither they have been 
landed from the steamer Sikh. These 
600 are nearly all bound for the United 
States, but only 200 will be carried 
through direct. A large number of 
Japanese are weavers, coming under 
a contract made with them by a Japan- 
ese firm in New York. They are en- 
gaged to work in New England mills. 

Hoisted the Flag. 

Washington, May 11.— Assistant Sec- 
retary Hackett has received a report, 
dated the 17th of April, from Com- 
mander B. F. Tilley, commandant of 
the United Statea naval station Tutu- 
ila, Samoa, stating that he had tbat 
day conducted the ceremony of hoist- 
ing the American flag, as symbolic of 
the protectorate of the United States 
over that ialand and the 'adjacent la- 
lands, together with the laland of 
Manua. 



Wanted For KinbHxzlement. 

Marlon, Ind., May 11. — Charles E. 
Webster, chief clerk of the National 
Military home, has been arrested by 
a Unlied States marshal on the charge 
of embezilement and irrand larceny, 
growing out of the mysterious disap- 
pearance of 11,700 from $225,000 of 
pension money sent to the home for 
disbursement and placed in the safe, 
to which only Webster and the treas- 
urer had access.

His action is attributed to the 
fact that he had been suffering from 
influensa.

St. Louis, May 11.— The street rail- 
way strike situation showed but little 
change. About the usual number of 
cars are being run by the Suburban, 
while only a few are out on the LIndell 
division of the Transit conipany'.s sy.s- 
tem. No other divisions on the latter 
system are in operation. Police pro- 
tection is still afforded, officers guard- 
ing each car and patrolling the street."^ 
on foot and horseback. While the 
Suburan cars were well patronized, 
those of the Tranalt company were al- 
most empty. 

Governor Stephens returned to Jef- 
ferson City after an ineffectual attempt 
to bring the strikera and their em- 
ployera together tor the purpose of 
settling the strike. Before going, he 
said: "I do not think tlie situation has 
reached the stai:" win re it is expedient 
or necessary to call on the militia. I 
ahall expect the police department to 
handle the situation for some time, or 
until It acknowledges that, under the 
new law, with an increased force fully 
armed and having unusual powys, it 
can not cope with the situation. 

"When I am satisfied that .'^uch a 
cri.sis has arisen I shall then nut hesl- 
ute to call out the military arm uf 
the sUte." 

It haa been decided by the police 
officials that there Is no Immediate 
necessity for a sheriff's posse commita- 
tus, but Sheriff Pohlraan has been 
asked to be In readiness to furnish 600 
men if called on to do no. 

While a car on the LIndell line was 
going west at Garrison and Washing- 
ton avenue it ran over an explosive, 
auppoaedly gun cotton, that had been 
placed on the track. There was a 
deafening report, and the car was sur- 
rounded with smoke. Passengers were 
terrified, but no damage was done to 
the car and no one was hurt It is not 
known who placed the explosive. 

By noon the cars on the LIndell divi- 
slon were running at 4-minute inter- 
vals between Taylor avenue and Ends 
bridge. About 20 cars were in opera- 
tion, and each had on board from six 
to eight policemen. 

No interference was offered, and 
when it became evident there would 
be no trouble a number of persons 
plucked up courage and took passage 
on the cars. Somebody placed a num- 
ber of torpedoes on the tracks near 
Eighth and Washington avenue. These 
exploded with a loud report, but did 
no damage. Arrangements are being 
made, so It is reported, for a mass- 
meeting of union labor to be held Sun- 
day afternoon, when the question of a 
sympathetic strike will be discussed. 

President Harry B. Hawes of the 
board of police commissioners Issued a 
Statement, which said in part: "The 
situation is much more promising, and 
it Is mainly due to the eftorta of W. D. 
Mahon, national chairman of the 
Amalgamated Street Railway uniun. 
and his able assistants, Edwards and 
Messick. These gentlemen have wisely 
taken the position tbat disorder and 
violence will injure the cause of the 
strikers. There Is no question now 
as to what the real issue is between 
the men and the companies. It is a 
straight out deound to unlohise the 
roads." 

At 1:30 p. m. cars were Htarted on 
the Park avenue and Bellefontaine 
linea of the Timnalt eompaay'a LIndell 
division, and preparations are being 
made to open up every division at 
once. Squads of mounted police and 
patrolmen were sent to the starting 
plaoe on each line. A general meeting 
of the trades and labor bodies of St. 
Louis has been called for Saturday 
night for the purpose of considering? 
what action shall he taken by organ- 
ised labor in the city to actively sup- 
port the demands of tk» a^rUUng 
street railway men.

Bishop Fowler took charge of the 
business scs.-ion. Ii\ ac -ordance with 
a resolution recently made the confer- 
ence hall was draped In the national 
colors. After the official journal had 
been approved a delegate from India 
called attention to the fact that all of 
the members were not American citl- 
sena, and asked to have the Union 
jack displayed on the platform With the 
stars and stripes. 

The suggestion was greeted with 
shouts of disapproval and Bishop Fow- 
ler prevented trouble by ruling It out 
of order. After quiet was restored 
consideration of the question of admit- 
ting women as delegates to the gen- 
eral conference was taken up as the 
general order of the day.

Escorted 
by local volunteers, who had seen serv- 
ice In the Spanish war, the battalion 
marched to LIghtguard armory, where 
refreshments were served and ajieeches 
of welcome delivered. The battalion 
then proceeded to Fort Wayne, which 
hga been iMlgned na their ■tttton.
